In -his reply 
‘the Chairman ‘stated that’ a Mavour 
of chlorine ‘in the water was a 
sensible guarantee of its: sterility 
and that the water authority would 
investigate complaints * of — pro- 
nounced odour if forwarded to‘ him 

; through the customary channels, 

_ Mr, T. N. Chau's questions and 
anawers by the Chairman are as 
follows :— : 

“In view of the fear exhroued 
hy certain mombers of the Chinese 
ommunity that the frequent. drink- 
ing. of chlorinated water might be 
injurious to health, will the Hend 
_of the Sanitary Department inform 
the Board:— 

L—Whother in the opinion of the 
Medical Officor of Health such is 
tho cave or not? 

The Chairman replied that he had 
reforrod the question to the Direc- 
tor of Medical and Sanitary. Ser- 
vices, on whore authority he was 
able to say that such was not the 
ena, 7 

Q.—Whether the quantity of 
chlorinated lime used on each and 
every occasion ia prescribed and 
supervised by: expert officers? 


A.—Tho chlorination is done by 
tho most up-to- -date machinery 
under ‘oxpert supervision. 


Q.—Whether there is any other 
chemical substance of leas pro- 
nounced odour and taste which 
‘could bo effectively substituted for 
chlorinated limo? 

A.—No. 
‘QTE the answer to ‘the previous 
question is in the negative, can 
_ anything bo done to remoye or 
lessen the ‘very. disngreeable odour 
and taste t 


A.—Flavour of chlorine in the 
water is a sensible guarantco though 
not an indispensable condition of 
its sterility, the water authority 
will investigate complaints of pro- 
nounced odour and taste if forward. 
ed to him throngh the customary 
channels. 


Recommendations of D.M.8.8.

“AXES” IN THE BANKS.” 


Tue Bank Officers’ Guild, which is 
tho organisation of the bank clerks 
in Great Britain, is concerned 
about the sctting up in the banks 
by the- directors. of “‘ internal anso- 
| ciations ” to discuss matters relat- 
ing to the conditions of the staffs. 
The association in cach bank con-, 
sista of*the staff, which appoints 
a committee to interview the diree- 
tors. Recently a body was formed 
called the Central Council of Staff 


Associations, and in reference to 
this the Bank Officers’ Guild tas 
sent out a cireular to all the bank 
staffs of Enginnd and Wales, which 
says that little is known about it, 
“but ng it is attempting to usurp 
tho functions of the Bank Officers’ 
Guild it would be wise if you would 
make inquiries as to its constitu- 
tion, its policy, and the worth of 
its presumptions to represent the 
bank staffs of England and. Wales- 
in the fight that is ‘looming ahead 
for the retention of an adequate 
standard of life.” The circular de- 
clares that each internal associntion 
is subsidised in some way, directely 
or indirectly, by the directors. 
Tho ‘definite statement has been 
madc by n representative of thre 
Guild that: the internal associations 
| were formed to amash the Guild, 
which was foilnded‘twe!ve ycars azo 
and had ‘a large membership.. The 
associntions: wére -nctually not 
allowed by tho directors to bring 
forward questions of wages and 
bonuses.’ Ho had seen the agenda: 
for -a recent’: mecting with’ the 
directors of a bank, drawn up by
